* Thus, it is imperative to develop 
reasoning and seek facts before we 
act 


Reasoning Imperative 


¢ Almighty says, “When they are reminded of 
the revelations of their Lord, they do not fall 
at them deaf and blind; [Quran 25:73] 


¢ The true servants of Allah do not 
behave [follow] like the blind and the 
deaf towards the revelations of Allah, 
when they are recited to them for their 
admonition. 


* Moral 


* They think, ponder upon it and 
acknowledge the divine revelations 
with conviction and commitment 
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Reasoning 


¢ Reasoning is defined as a process of establishing facts or 
falsehood on the basis of explicit, implied or inferred 
information. 


e “Allah exists. We can't see Him, but we can see his 
creations.” 


¢ Logic is applied through articulation of arguments as an 
alternate to information 


¢ “Allah exists. The concept exists in all religions.” 


¢ “There is no God. If there was a God who had created 
Him.”

Reasoning of the 
Prophet Ibrahimeu 


¢« We also showed Abraham the wonders of the heavens and 
the earth, so he would be sure in faith. 


¢ When the night grew dark upon him, he saw a star and 
said, “This is my Lord!” But when it set, he said, “| do not 
love things that set.” 


* Then when he saw the moon rising, he said, “This one is 
my Lord!” But when it disappeared, he said, “If my Lord 
does not guide me, | will certainly be one of the misguided 
people.” 


¢ Then when he saw the sun shining, he said, “This must be 
my Lord — it is the greatest!” But again, when it set, he 
declared, “O my people! | totally reject whatever you 
associate with Allah in worship 


* | have turned my face towards the One Who has originated 
the heavens and the earth—being upright—and | am not 
one of the polytheists.
